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SUBJECT: DAILY ACTIVITIES REPORTS FROM PRINCIPALS FOR 
TUESDAY, JULY I, 1975 

FOR THE SECRETARY FROM ROBERT S. INGERSOLL 

AT THE LARGE STAFF MEETING, EAGLEBURGER AND LAISE REVIEWED 
THE SUBSTANCE OF YOUR SPEECH TO THE NEW FSO'S. I 
INSTRUCTED ALL ASSISTANT SECRETARIES TO DISCUSS YOUR 
SPEECH WITH THEIR SUBORDINATES SO THAT EVERYONE KNOWS 
YOUR VIEWS ON THESE MATTERS AND HAS AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
COMMENT. FRED IKLE MENTIONED THE CURRENT PROBLEM WITH 
SOMALIA IN THE CONTEXT OE VERIFICATION. HE IS CONCERNED 
THAT CONGRESSIONAL EXPERIENCE ON THIS OCCASION - SPECI- 
FICALLY A STAGE-MANAGED VISIT THAT DOES NOT EFFECTIVELY 
BEAR OUT SCHLESINGER'S ASSERTIONS - MAY CREATE 
UNCERTAINTIES IN SOME CONGRESSMEN'S MINDS ABOUT OUR 
VERIFICATION CAPABILITIES. 

I MET WITH FRED IKLE TO REVIEW A DRAET CABLE TO 
AMBASSADOR SNEIDER INSTRUCTING HIM TO APPROACH THE 
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KOREANS AND ASK THEM NOT TO PROCEED WITH A PLANNED 
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PILOT NUCLEAR REPROCESSING PLANT. AS A SUBSTITUTE, 

WE WOULD OEFER SUPPORT FOR THE IDEA OE ROK PARTICIPATION 
IN A MULTINATIONAL REGIONAL REPROCESSING PLANT FOR 
EAST ASIA. THE CABLE WILL BE SUBMITTED FOR YOUR 
APPROVAL AS ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT. 

GILBERT JONES, CHAIRMAN OE IBM WORLD TRADE, CAME IN. 

IBM HAS BEEN APPROACHED IN PARIS BY THE PRG WITH A 
REQUEST THAT IBM OPERATIONS IN SOUTH VIETNAM BE RESUMED 
UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF IBM FRANCE. JONES PRESENTED A 
DETAILED CHRONOLOGY OF IBM'S UNSUCCESSFUL EFFORTS IN 
APRIL TO HAVE ITS SOUTH VIETNAMESE EMPLOYEES EVACUATED. 

HE SOUGHT THE DEPARTMENT'S APPROVAL EOR AGREEING TO THE 
PRO'S PROPOSAL, WHICH WOULD EMPLOY ALL 91 OP THE PORMER 
EMPLOYEES.! ASKED THAT 

JONES DISCUSS PURTHER WITH EA AND EB WHETHER IBM'S 
PROPOSALS FOR THE RESUMPTION OF OPERATIONS ARE PERMISSIBLE 
UNDER THE FOREIGN ASSETS CONTROL REGULATIONS. JONES ALSO 
RESTATED IBM'S BELIEF THAT WE SHOULD ABOLISH REQUIREMENTS 
THAT FOREIGN BUYERS OF ADVANCED COMPUTERS FURNISH 
ASSURANCES OF NON-MILITARY USE. I SAID WE WOULD LOOK 
INTO IT, BUT THAT IBM SHOULD ALSO TALK WITH DOD ABOUT 
THIS. HE ASKED ABOUT A PROPOSED SALE TO NAMIBIA, WHICH 
I SAID WOULD BE NO PROBLEM AS LONG AS IT IS USED ONLY 
FOR MINING. 

I WORKED WITH MYRON KRATZER, ACTING ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
IN OES, ON THE ORGANIZATION OF THAT BUREAU. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY: LUNCHEON WITH BILL FULB RIGHT. 

TOMORROW: A MEETING WITH MULCAHY AND VANCE TO WORK ON 
THE ZAIRE PACKAGE BEING PREPARED FOR YOU, AND LUNCHEON 
WITH THE BRAZILIAN AMBASSADOR. 

P - JOSEPH J. SISCO 

THE SOMALI AMBASSADOR HAS ASKED TO SEE PRESIDENT FORD 
TO DISCUSS BERBERA. ED MULCAHY AND I ARE PREPARING A MEMO 
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TO BRENT SCOWCROFT RECOMMENDING DEFERAL OF THE REQUEST 
UNTIL WE SEE HOW THE UPCOMING CONGRESSIONAL VISIT TO 
SOMALIA PLAYS OUT. 

ART HARTMAN AND I WERE BRIEPED BY DOD ON THE NATURE 
OF OUR MILITARY PRESENCE IN TURKEY. 

UNDER INSTRUCTIONS, CYPRIOT AMBASSADOR DIMITRIOU 
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CALLED ON ME TO PROTEST RECENT TURKISH ACTIVITIES ON 
CYPRUS. THE GOC IS PROTESTING IN PARTICULAR THE RECENT 
PATTERN OE THE IMMIGRATION OE MAINLAND TURKS TO CYPRUS 
AND THE ALLEGED EXPULSION OP GREEK CYPRIOTS PROM KARPAS. 
DIMITRIOU STATED THAT HIS GOVERNMENT CONSIDERED THE 
MATTER VERY SERIOUSLY AND VIEWED IT AS SECOND IN GRAVITY 
ONLY TO THE TURKISH INVASION OP LAST SUMMER. I TOLD 
DIMITRIOU THAT WE CONSIDER AS COUNTERPRODUCTIVE UNI- 
LATERAL ACTIONS BY EITHER SIDE AND THAT SUCH ACTIONS 
PREJUDGE THE NEGOTIATIONS. MOREOVER, I STATED TO 
DIMITRIOU THAT WE WERE ONLY NOW BEGINNING TO RECEIVE 
REPORTS FROM NICOSIA, THAT I WOULD WANT TO CONSIDER HIS 
DEMARCHE WITH MORE DELIBERATION AND THAT I WOULD REPORT 
THE MATTER TO YOU. I AM ASKING ART HARTMAN PORHIS 
RECOMMENDATIONS AS TO WHETHER WE SHOULD SAY SOMETHING 
TO THE TURKS IN A LOW-KEY MANNER. 

DURING THE DAY, I CONTINUED TO WORK WITH ROY ATHERTON 
ON A NUMBER OP MIDDLE EAST MATTERS. ALSO, I DISCUSSED 
YOUR SPEECH ON THE UN WITH WIN LORD. 

PROM SONNENPELDT 

I SPENT MOST OF THE DAY AT THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE IN 
NEWPORT. MY REMARKS ON DETENTE SEEMED TO GO OVER 
REASONABLY WELL. I AM AFRAID THE STUDENTS HAVE HAD A 
STEADY DIET OP DISCUSSION ON DETENTE WHICH WAS EQUATED TO 
APPEASEMENT. 

POLLOWING MY RETURN, I SENT MESSAGES TO AMBASSADORS RUSH, 
HILLENBRAND AND RICHARDSON CONCERNING YOUR PORTHCOMING 
TRIP, AND WORKED ON OTHER ODDS AND ENDS RELATING THERETO. 
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I WORKED WITH WINSTON ON YOUR MINNEAPOLIS SPEECH. INGERSOLL 
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
